Apart from the ground which 

' they lost, the Finns were exhaust- 

: ed by the unceasing assaults and 
the speed with which the Red 
Army followed up the Finnish 

. withdrawals. - 

The Finns had no relief troops, ‘and 
this was the beginning of the end. 

The effect of the new frontier, the 
loss of the Karelian Isthmus and the 
northern shore of Lake Ladoga, de- 
prives Finland of much of her power 
‘to resist any such onslaught in the 
future. The siting and construction’ 
of the Mannerheim Line was a work 
of the highest skill and these con- 
ditions cannot be replaced. 


SOUTHERN COAST OPEN 
Equally strong fortifications might 


be built on many of the big lakes,: 


but these would not block the way 
to the most thickly populated and 
richest area of Finland, the southern 
coast. ¢
